LICENSING CONDITIONS IN RESPECT OF IMPORTS OF 
GOODS AND SERVICES UNDER THE YEN CREDIT OF 
YEN 7,6 BILLION FOR THE IMPLEMENTATION OF 
THE LOWER METTUR HYDRO ELECTRIC PROJECT 
OF THE TAMIL NADU STATE ELECTRICITY BOARD 
EXTENDED BY THE OVERSEAS ECONOMIC CO¬ 
OPERATION FUND (OECF) OF JAPAN : 

Section I—General conditions : 

I(i) The Yen Credit of Y 7.6 billion extended by the 
Overseas Economic Co-operation Fund of Japan (OECF) for 
financing the import requirements of the Lower Mettur Hydro 
Electric Project of the Tamil Nadu State Electricity Board 
(TNSEB) is untied in favour of developing countries. Ac¬ 
cordingly the goods and Services to he procured under this 
credit can be imported from Japan and all countries enume¬ 
rated in the list at Annexurc-I which will bo eligible source 
countries under the credit. 

l(ii) Import Licencefs) under the Credit can be issued only 
for such items and for such value as have been specifically 
cleaved by the DGTD/OG Committee. The value of import 
licence(s) issued under this credit should not exceed Y 8,500 
million (CIF). 

The rupee value of the import licence shall be determined 
with reference to the exchange rate notified by the Depart¬ 
ment of Revenue (Customs) and prevailing on the date of 
issue of the import licence and indicated in the body of the 
import Fcencefs) as per para 2 of the Public Notice No. 78- 
ITC(PN)/74 dated the 6th June, 1974, issued by the CCI&E, 
which also enjoins that the Customs Authorities and the 
authorised dealers in foreign exchange will make debits to 
the value of the licence (s) at the exchange rate specified on 
the import licencc(s). The licence will bear the superscription 
"Japanese Yen Credit No. ID-P. 14". The first and second 
suffix to the licence code will be “S/JC”. This will also be 
repeated In the letter from the CCT&E forwarding the im¬ 
port licence to T.N.S.E.B., a copy of which should be 
endorsed to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Econo¬ 
mic Affairs (Japan Section). 

I(iii) Import licence(s) can be issued only in favour of 
INSEB on CIF basis. 

I(iv) Depending on the convenience of TNSEB more than 
one Import licence may he issued under this credit, but the 
total value must not exceed Y 8,500 million (CIF) as speci¬ 
fied at (i) above. 

I(v) The extension of the validity of the import licence, 
may on application by TNSEB, be granted upto 31st March, 
1986. Request for further extension, if any, should be re¬ 
ferred to the Department of Economic Affairs (Japan Sec¬ 
tion). 

I(vi) Imports to be financed under the Credit are restricted 
to the list of goods and services attached to the import 
licence, duly attested by the licensing authorities. 

I(vli) No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted 
against the import licence. Any payment towards Indian 
Agent’s commission should be made in Indian rupees to the 
agents in India. Such payments, however, will form part of 
the licence value and will, therefore be charged to the licence. 

T(viii) Firm order must be placed on FOB basis on the 
Overseas supplier located in the countries mentioned in An- 
nexure-I and sent to the Department of Economic Affairs 
(Japan section) wilhin 4 months front the date of issue of 
the import Tcence, Freight and inruiance charges will be 
payable in India in Indian rupees, "Firm orders" means 
purchase orders placed by lhc Indian Licencee on the over¬ 
seas supplier duly signed by the letter or purchase contract 
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duly signed by both the Indian importer and the overseas 
supplier. Orders on Indian Agents of overseas suppliers and/ 
or order confirmation of such Indian Agents are not accept¬ 
able. 

l(ix) This condilion of the placement of contracts within 
4 months period will be treated as not having been com¬ 
plied with unless complete contract documents reach the 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic AftairB (Japan 
Section) within four months from the date of issue of the 
import licence. If firm orders hs explained in para I(viil) 
above cannot be placed within four months for valid reasons, 
the licencee should submit the import licence to the concern¬ 
ed licensing authorities giving reasons why ordering could 
not be completed withm four months. Such requests for 
extension in the ordering period will be considered on merit 
by the licensing authorities who may grant extension upto a 
further maximum period of 4 months. If, however, extension 
is sought beyond 8 months from the date of issue of the im¬ 
port licence such proposals will invariably be referred by the 
licensing authorities to the Department of Economic Affair® 
(Japan Section), Ministry of Finance, North Block, New 
Delhi who will consider such extension on the merits of each 
case and communicate their decision to the licensing autho¬ 
rities for communication to the licencee. Only on production 
by the licencee of a letter from the licensing authorities 
sanctioning such extension will the authorised dealers and 
departmental authorities permit the facility of letter of autho¬ 
rity for the establishment of letter of credit, acceptance of 
deposits of the rupee equivalent, etc. in respect of supply 
contracts entered into under the import licence. 

l(x) All payments must be completed within 4 month from 
the expiry of the import licence. Individual payments must 
be arranged upon shipment of goods. The contract should 
provide for payment on cash basis i.e. on presentation of 
shipping documents. No credit facility of any kind will be 
permitted to be availed of by the Indian importer from the 
Overseas supplier, The contract should provide for the period 
of delivery of goods as follows: 

".months after the receipt of Letter of credit 

but to be completed latest by the end of. 

In fixing the terminal date for shipment it should be noted 
that this date should not be beyond 31st March, 1986. 

Section II—Special points W be kept in view while nego¬ 
tiating a supply contract. 

II(i) The FOB value of the contract should be expressed in 
Yen (Fraction of Yen should be omitted) and should exclude 
Indian Agent’s commission, if any, which should be paid in 
Indian Rupees. 

In no circumstances the contract value should be expressed 
in Indian rupees or in any other currency. The purchase otde-r 
and the supplier’s order confirmation should be in English 
only. 

U(ii) The main guidelines for procurement of goods and 
services under the OECF Yen Credit (Project’Aid) are given 
in Annexure II. However, normally the procurement of goods 
and services should be made through Formal Open Interna¬ 
tional Tendering and the following points should be borne in 
mind:— 

(a) Invitations to bid shall have to be advertised in at 

least one newspaper of general circulation in India. 

(b) Bid.bonds or bidding guarantees are a usual require¬ 
ment but they should not be set so high as to dis¬ 
courage suitable bidders. 

(c) Bid bonds or guarantees should be released to un¬ 

successful bidders as soon as possible after the bids 
have been opened. 

Il(iii) In cases where Formal Open International Tendering 
is not considered appropriate th e Fund will accept the follow¬ 
ing alternative procedures ;~ 

(a) Where the importer has convincing reasons or main¬ 
taining a reasonable standrdisation of his equip¬ 
ment, 
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(b) Where tho number of qualified suppliers is limited. 

(c) Where the amounj; involved in the procurement is so 

small that foreign firms clearly would not bo inter¬ 
ested or that the advantages of formal open Inter¬ 
national tendering would be outweighted by the 
administrative burden involved. 

(d) Where, in addition to the cases (a), (b) and (c) above, 

the Fund deems it inappropriate to follow the for¬ 
mal open international tendering procedures or the 
Fund deems such procedure inapplicable, e.g., in 
case of emergency procurement. 

In the above mentioned case the following procurement pro¬ 
cedure may be applied in such n manner as to comply with 
the formal open international tendering procedures to the 
fullest possible extent as appropriate : 

(i) Formal Selective International Tendering. 

(li) Informal International Competitive Procurement, 

.(i i) Direct Purchases from a single- supplier. 

TNSEB should submit immediately, in triplicate, copies of 
all notices and instructions to bidders, the bid form, the 
proposed contract, specifications and drawings, reports of the 
analysis of bids, proposal for awuids and all other documents 
relevant to bidding to the Ministry of Finance, Department 
of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) who will submit these 
documents to the OECT for its review as provided m para 
1(2) of Schedule 5 of the Loan Agreement. 

li(iv) The payment to tho overseas supplier should be ar¬ 
ranged through an irrevocable letter of credit to be opened 
by the Bank of India, Tokyo in their favour under DECT 
Yen Credit (Project Aid) No. 1D-P. 14 for 1981-82 the details 
of which are given in Section VI below; 

Il(v) Only one contract should be entered into against the 
import licence. In exceptional cases, more than one contract 
may be permitted to be entered into, for which prior approval 
of the Department of Economic Affairs (Japan Section), 
Ministry of Finance, should be obtained soon after the date 
of issue of the import licence.

Section III—Conditions to be incorporated in the supply 
contracts. 

IIKi) The following provisions should be specifically em¬ 
bodied in the supply contract: 

(a) The contract is arranged in accordance With the Loan 

Agreement between the Government of India and 
the Overseas Economic Co-operation Fund of Japan 
(OECF) dated the 15th October, 1981 concerning 
the Yen Credit No. ID-P. 14 (Project Aid) for 
Lower Mettur Hydro electric Project on TNSEB 
and will he subject to the approval of Government 
of India and the Overseas Economic Co-operation 
Fund. 

(b) Payments to the supplier shall be made through an 

irrevocable letter of Credit to be issued by the Bank 
of India.

IV(i) Within the stipulated period for placement of firm 
orders the licencee should forward 4 copies of the contract 
duly signed by both T.N.S.E.B. and Overseas suppliers sup¬ 
ported by order confirmation in writing by the overseas sup¬ 
plier or their photo copies complete in all respects, together 
with two photo copies of the relevant valid import licence, 
to Japan Section, Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry 
of Finance, North Block, New Delhi. 

IV(ii) The above procedure will also apply to all contract 
amendments causing essential modifications to the contents

IV(iii) The Ministry of Finance (DEA) Japan Section will 
arrange to send one copy of the contract documents to 
the OECF for their approval for financing under Yen Credit 
No, ID-P. 14 (Project Aid) for Lower Mettur Hydro electric 
Project of TNSEB. 

Section V—Payment to the overseas suppliers—Letter of 
Credit Procedure. 

V(i) On receipt of the intimation of the contract approval 
from tho OECF, by the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs, Japan Section, TNSEB and the CAA&A 
will be informed of the same. Whereafter the TNSEB should 
approach the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, (herein¬ 
after referred to as CAA&A) Department of Economic Affairs, 
Ministry of Finance, UCO Bank Building.

V(ii) On receipt of the letter of authority, the Bank of 
India, Tokyo, will establish an irrevocable letter of credit 
as per Anne.vuvc-V (applicable to physical imports) or VI 
(applicable to services) in favour of the overseas suppliers 
concerned and will also forward a copy Of the same to the 
OECF, Embassy of India, Tokyo, Ihc importer's bank in 
India and the CAA&A.

V(iii) The overseas supplier shall, ‘after effecting shipment 
of goods, present through his bankers the documents specified 
in the letter of credit to the Bank of India, Tokyo, If the

overseas supplier through his bankers and will thereafter 
obtain reimbursement of the said amount from the OECF, 

Vfiv) Banking charges payable to the Bank of India, Tokyo 
for opening the letter of credit, for negotiations thereunder 
if and charges, if any, of overseas supplier’s bankers are to be 
borne by the overseas suppliers and hence not payable by the 
importer. Interest charges payable to the Bank of India, Tokyo 
for the period counting from the date of payment of the cost

ANNEXURE H 

MAIN GUIDELINES FOR PROCUREMENT OF GOODS 

AND SERVICES UNDER THE PROJECT LOAN AS 
FORMULATED BY O.E.C.F. 

I. Advertising: 

For all contracts subject to Formal Open International 
Tendering, invitations to bid shall be advertised in at least 
one newspaper of general circulation in India. 

II. Bidding Documents and Contracts: 

II-l. Bid Bonds or Guarantees: 

Bid bonds or bidding guarantees are a usual requirement 
but they should not be set so high as to discourage suitable 
bidders, Bid bonds or guarantees should be released to un¬ 
successful bidders as soon as possible after the bids have 
been opened. 

H-2. Conditions of Contract: 

The conditions of contract should clearly define the rights 
and obligations of the importer and the contractor or sup¬ 
plier, and the powers and authority of the engineer, if one 
is employed by the importer, in the administration of the 
contract and any variations thereunder. In addition to the 
customary general conditions of contract, some of which 
are referred to in these Guidelines, special conditions appro¬ 
priate to the nature and location of the project should be in¬ 
cluded. 

II- 3. Type and Size of Contract : 

Contracts can be let on the basis of unit prices for work 
performed or items supplied or of a lump sum price, or a 
combination of both for different portions of the contract, 
according to the nature of the goods or services to be provided 
and the bidding documents should clearly state the type of 
contract selected. 

Contracts based principally on the reimbursement of actual 
costs are not acceptable by the Fund except in exceptional 
circumstances. 

Single contracts for engineering, equipment and construc¬ 
tion to be provided by the same party (‘Turnkey Contracts”) 
are acceptable if they offer technical and economic advan¬ 
tages for the borrower country. 

n-4. Eligible suppliers : 

Exporters or suppliers whose goods and services arc to 
be financed out of the proceeds of the Loan (hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as "the eligible supplier”) shall be nationals of the 
eligible source countries satisfying the following conditions. 

(1) a majority of subscribed shares shall be held by na¬ 

tionals of the eligible source countries, 

(2) a majority of full-time directors shall be nationals 

of the eligible source countries; and 

(3) such juridical ‘persons’ shall be registered in the 

eligible source countries. 

III- L Contract Price: 

(al The contract price should be stated in Japanese Yen 
provided, however, that the portion of the contract 
price which the contractor will spend in the borro¬ 
wer’s country should be stated in the borrower’s 
currency. 

(b) Price Adjustment Clauses : 

Bidding documents should contain a clear statement 
whether firm prices are required or escalation of 
the bid prices is acceptable. 

A provision should be made for adjustment in the 
contract prices in the event changes occur in the 
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prices of the major cost constituents of the contract, 
such as labour and important materials. 

The specific formula for price adjustments should 
be clearly defined in the bidding documents. 

A ceiling on price adjustment should be included in 
contracts for the supply of goods, but it is not usual 
to include such a ceiling in contracts for civil 
works. 

No price adjustments should normally be provided 
for goods to be delivered within one year. 

The Guidelines do not attempt to identify the vari¬ 
ous methods by which contract prices may be ad¬ 
justed. 

(cl Insurance : 

The bidding documents should state precisely the 
types of insurance to be provided by the successful 
bidder. 

III-2, The contract duly signed by both parties o r pur¬ 
chase order by the Indian importer placed on the overseas 
supplier supported by order confirmation in writing by the 
oveseas supplier, or their photo copies are also acceptable 
to the Fund. 

III- 3. The following statement of eligibility by the supplier 
shall be added to each contract. 

“I(We) hereby state that my(our) company is an eligible 

supplier, as—-—-per cent ( %) ot the 

shares arc held by nationals of- 

(eligible source country), and- 

per cent ( 1 of the directors are nationals 

(eligible source country) and my (ourl company 

has been registered in- (eligible source 

country)”. 

IV- 1. Standards: 

If national standard to which equipment or materials must 
comply are cited, the specifications should state that commo¬ 
dities meeting Japan Industrial Standard or other internatio¬ 
nally accepted standards, which ensure an equal or higher 
quality than the standards mentioned, will also be accepted. 

IV-2. Use of Brand Names : 

Specifications should be based on performance capability 
and should only prescribe brand names, catalogue numbers, 
or products of specific manufacturer if specific spare parts 
are required or it has been determined that a degree of stan¬ 
dardization is necessary to maintain certain essential features. 
In the latter case the specifications should permit offers of 
alternative commodities which have similar characteristics 
and provide performance and quality at least equal to those 
specified. 

TV-3. Guarantees, performance Bonds and Retention Money. 

Bidding documents for civil works should require some 
form of surety to guarantee that the work will be continued 
until it is completed. This surety can be provided either by 
a bank guarantee or by a performance bond, the amount of 
which will vary with the type and magnitude of the work, 
but should be sufficient to protect the borrower in case of 
default by the contractor. Its life, should extend sufficiently 
beyond completion of the contract to cover a reasonable 
warranty period. The amount of the guarantee or bond re¬ 
quired should be defined in the bidding documents. 

In contracts for the supply of goods It is usually preferable 
to have a percentage of the total payment held as retention 
money to guarantee performance than to have a bank guaran¬ 
tee or bond. The percentage of the total payment to be held 
as retention money and the conditions for its ultimate pay¬ 
ment should be stipulated in the bidding documents. If, 
however, a bank guarantee or bond is pseferred it should be 
for a nominal amount. 

V. Liquidated Damage : 

Liquidated damage clauses should be included In bidding 
documents when delays in completion or delivery will result 


in extra cost, loss of revenues or loss of other benefits to 
the borrower. Provision may also be made for a bonus to be 
paid to contractors for completion of civil works contracts at 
or ahead of times specified in the contract when such earlier 
completion would be of benefit to the borrower. 

VI. Force Majeure: 

The conditions of the Contract included in the bidding 
documents should contain clauses, when appropriate, stipu¬ 
lating that a failure on the part of the parties to perform 
their obligations under the Contract shall not be considered 
a default under the Contract if such failure in the result 
of an even of force majeure (to be defined in the conditions 
of the Contract). 

VII. Settlement of Disputes : 

Provision dealing with the settlement of disputes should be 
included in the conditions of the Contract. It is desirable that 
the provisions should be based on "Rules of Conciliation and 
Arbitration” which have been prepared by the International 
Chamber of Commerce or on such other arrangements as 
may be mutually acceptable to the Indian Importer and the 
oversoas supplier, 

Vm. Language Interpretation : 

Bidding documents should be prepared in English. If 
other language should be used in the bidding documents, 
English should be added to such documents and It is required 
to specify which is governing, 

IX. Bid opening, Evaluation and Award of Contract: 

JX-1. Time Interval between Invitation and submission of 
Bids: 

The time allowed for preparation of bids will depend to 
a large extent upon the magnitude and complexity of the 
contract. Generally not less than 30 days should be allowed 
for international bidding. The time allowed, however, should 
be governed by the circumstances relating to each contract. 

1X-2. Bid Opening procedures: 

The date, hour and place for the latest receipt of bids and 
for the bid opening should be announced in the invitations 
to bid and all bids should be opened publicly at the stipulat¬ 
ed time. Bids received after this time should be returned 
unopened. The name of the bidder and the total amount of 
each bid and of any alternative bids, if they have been re¬ 
quested or permitted, should be read aloud and recorded. 

IX-3, Clarifications or Alternation of Bids: 

No bidder should be permitted to alter his bid after the 
bids have been opened. Only clarifications not changing the 
substance of the bid may be accepted. The importer, may 
ask any bidder for a clarification of hi s bid but should not 
.ask any bidder to change the substance or the price of his 
bid. 

IX-4. Procedures to be confidential 

Except as may be required by law, no information relating 
to the examination, clarification and evaluation of bids and 
recommendations concerning award should be communicated 
qfter the public opening of bids to any persons not officially 
concerned with these procedures until the award of a contract 
to the successful bidder is announced. 

DC-5. Examination of Bids : 

Following the opening, it should be ascertained whether 
material errors. in computation have been made in tli e bids, 
whether the bids are fully responsive to the bidding docu¬ 
ments, whether the required sureties have been provided, whe¬ 
ther documents have been properly signed and whether the 
bids Rre otherwise generally in order. If a bid does not subs¬ 
tantially conform to the specifications, or contains inadmissi¬ 
ble reservations, or is not otherwise substantially responsive 
to the bidding documents, it should be rejected. A technical 
analysis should then be made to evaluate each responsive bid 
and to enable bids to bq compared.

(X-6. Post-qualification of Bidders : 

In tho absence of prequalifications, the borrower should be 
determined whether the bidder whose bid has been evaluated 
the-lowest has the capability and financial resources effectively 
to carry out the contract concerned. If the bidder does not 
meet that test, his bid should be rejected. 

IX-7. Evaluation and Comparison of Bids : 

Bid evaluation must be consistent with the terms and 
conditions set forth in the bidding documents, In addition 
to the bid price, adjusted to correct arithmetical errors other 
factors such as the time of completion of construction or 
the efficiency and compatibility of the equipment, the avail¬ 
ability of service and spare parts, and the reliability of con¬ 
struction methods proposed should be taken into considera¬ 
tion. To the extent practicable these factors should be expres¬ 
sed in monetary terms according to criteria specified in the 
bidding documents. The amount of escalation for price adjust¬ 
ments, if any, included in the bids should not be taken into 
consideration. 

The currency or currencies in which the price offered in 
each bid would be paid by the borrower if that bkl were 
accepted should be valued in terms of a single currency select¬ 
ed by the borrower for comparison of all bids and stated in 
the bidding documents, The rates of exchange to be used 
in such valuation should be the selling rates published by an 
official source, and applicable to similar transactions on the 
day bids are opened unless there should be a change In the 
value of currencies before the award is made. In such cases 
the exchange rates at the time of the decision to notify the 
award to the successful bidder should be used. 

IX-8. Rejection of Bids : 

Bidding documents usually provide that borrowers may 
reject all bids. However, all bids should not be rejected and 
new bids invited on the same specifications solely for the 
purpose of obtaining lower prices in the new bids, except in 
cases where the lowest evaluated bid exceeds the costs esti¬ 
mates by a substantial amount. Rejection of all bids may 
also be justified when (a) bids arc not responsive to the intent 
of the bidding documents, or (b), there is a lack of compe¬ 
tition. If all bids arc rejected, the borrower should review 
the cause or causes justifying the rejection and either consi¬ 
der revision of the specifications or modification in the pro¬ 
ject (or amounts of work on items called for in the original 
invitation to bids), or both. In special circumstances, after 
consultation with the Fund, the borrower mav negotiate with 
one or two of the lowest bidders to try to obtain a satisfac¬ 
tory contract. 

1X 9. Award of Contract: 

The Award of a contract should be made to the bidder 
whose bid has been determined to be the lowest evaluated 
bid and who meets the appropriate standards of capability 
and financial resources. Such bidder should not be required, 
as a condition of award, to undertake responsibilities oq 
commodities not stipulated in the specifications or to modify 
his bid.
